Grand Duke Nicholas, idol of the Bussian arm.y, and ranked as 
Russia's master strategist, looms up as the big military figure of the 
hour iu the empire -which has just witnessed a successful and almot 
bloodless revolution and the abdication of its emperor. 


The relinquishment of the throne by Nicholas II automatically 
deprived him of his rank as commander in chief of the Russian armies. 
The heir to the throne is an infant and Grand Duke Michael, named a: 
regent, while a soldier of repute, is not of commajicling military c: 
perience. 


Thus the nation, the Petrograd dispatches indicate, is turning 
its most tried and trusted military leader. 
Grand Duke Nicholas 
reported to have arrived at the capital and the probability is pointi 
to that he will take command of the troops. 


Of the complete success of the revolutionary movement,-in whi. 
the lead was taken by the duma, there seoins no doubt 
that 
whilt 
there have been few advices as to the attitude of the nrmy at the 
front, such news as has been received indicates that the military with 
the exception of reactionaries among the officers together with all the 
popular forces of the empire, is backing the new government. The civil 
forces of the nalion are co-operating with the government most heart- 
ily in restoring normality iu the life of the empire. 


The duma which is the chief factor in shaping the course of the 
regime, and the zemstvo councils are rejjortcd co-operating success- 
fully in straightening out the various tangles wliieh have 
resulted 
from the momentous change in government control. 


The food problem is being attacked and the people themselves 
seem to be exercising their own authority to repress any elements of 
the population that might be inclined to indulge in excesses. 


A measure of general political amnesty is reported in course of 
j^reparation by the new Russian minister of justice. 
Grand 
Duke 
Nicholas is said to have indorsed the move as oiie necessary to save 
the empire and bring the war to a successful termination.

Diggs took several samples from the 
city mains and direct f r o m the wells at 
No. 2 pumping station before he left 
for a two day's stay in Auburn, Wed- 
nesday. 
Cultures obtained f r o m the 
water at No. 2 wells did not exactly 
satisfy Diggs. 
He took several more 
samples f r o m various parts of the city 
on Friday and will examine them a t 
the state laboratory. 
He expects to 
make definite report about the middle 
of next week.

Serious Dissensions Reported Among the 
Hundreds of Local Brotherhood 
Chairmen Now in Chicago. 


meUT OF CHIEFS TO CALL STRIKE IS OlSFUTED

Chicago, Mareh 16.—Persistent reports of dissension in the ranks 
of the'hundreds of local brotherhood chairmen attendinjr the execAi- 
tive meetings today to ratify the strike order were eirenhited in the 
corridors of the Masonic Temple where the meting was held. Timothy 
Shea, assistant president of the firemen, and other high officials denied 
them but they would not down. 


Representatives of the Kansas City locals, the most powerful west 
of St. Louis, were said to have instructions to oppose the strike. Den- 
ver was said to haye similar instructions. Some of the chairmen were 
said to insist that the brotherhood chiefs now iu NCAV York had no 
right to call a strike on the basis of the vote taken last summer. The 
passage of the Adamson law, its course in the courts and the inter- 
national situation were said to have changed the aspect of the sit- 
uation to such an extent that the sentiment of last summer 
could 
scarcely be expected to remain us it was. 


Wiishiiigton, ^iarch 16.—President Wilson and the 
cabinet today apjjealed to both the railroads and the 
brotherhoods to avert, or at least postpone the threatened 
strike because of the national emergency which confronts 
the countrj'. 


The cabinet meeting and the council of national de- 
fense considered the question, and later Hecretary Baker, 
as chairman of the comicil, designated Secretaries Lane 
and AVilson, Dainiel Willard, of the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad, and Samuel Oompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, to go to New York and confer with 
both sides. 
Secretary Lane and Secretary Wilson are 
members of the council, and Mr. Willard and Gompersj are 
members of the commission's advisory council. 


Secretary Lane and Secretary Wilson left here at foui 
o'clock for New York, and Mr. Willard is expected to 
reach there soon after them. ]\tr. Gompers was out of 
the city, but will be notified just as soon as he can be 
reached. It was planned to get into commmiication with 
the representatives of the tw'o sides tonight.

One of the most remarkable featui-es 
of the Russian revolution, says Ren- 
ter's 
Petrograd 
correspondent, 
has 
been the speed with which the people 
have resumed normal life. 
Order is 
the watchword of the day. 
The cor- 
respondent continues: 


"Still 
more 
remarkable, 
looking 
back over the events of the past few 
days, in the way in which the same 
spirit of good order prevailed through 
the hours when the revolt was at its 
height. 
Organized crowds seemed to 
take pride in 'doing things i-egulav.' 


"For instance, in all sections of the 
city, 
the 
crowds 
commandeered 
all 
motor cars on the streets, but in every 
case took the names of the occupants 
and promised to report the names and 
circumstances to the d u m a committee 
and facilitate the return of the car. 


"In the view of tiie populace the rev- 
olution was ])ractically bloodless. Cer- 
tainly there has been some loss of life 
but it is insignificant as compai-ed with 
the tremendous results obtained. 
For 
some weeks past everybody in Petro- 
grad realized that 
a crisis 
of some 
kind was approaching. 
The temper, 
even of the most patient people in the 
world, becomes frayed when they are 
obliged to stand three or four hours 
in a temperature ten or twenty below 
zero waiting for bread which was often 
not obtained. 
Potatoes have risen to 
eight and nine times their 
ordinary 
prices and other food commodities at 
a cost practically prohibitive to- the 
poor. 


Kxplnnatlons Did Xot Help. 


Tiio explanations of the voluble new 
minister 
of 
agriculture 
M. 
Rittich, 
were not calculated either to relieve 
the present hunger or the anxiety for 
the future. 
He ascribed the delay in 
the arrival of flour to a snow storm, 
as though snow storms in Russia la | 
February were unparalleled 
phenom- 
ena. 
The people in the streets were 
not the only ones who suffered under 
this sort of explanation.

THBOUAH MEXICAN TERRITOBT.

FRIDAY, MARCH 16, 1917. 
Strike is Ordered. 


The long tlireatened tie-up of the railroads has ben ordered. The 
people of the United States are brought face to face with a situation 
that will inflict hardship, suffering and loss. Commerce and industry 
are due for paralysis and conceivably widespread disaster. The gov- 
ernment is menaced with a vast problem having many sides in the 
midst of an international crisis that any day may mean Avar. Society 
is threatened with violent disturbances that are the inseparable ac- 
companiment of extensive industrial upheavals that make great num- 
bers of men idle and impose hard conditions on daily life. An abnor- 
mal situation that will involve the whole country, affect all its inhab- 
itants and interfere with all their occupations, pursuits and business 
inevitably will develop. All this and more—^much not to be imagined 
—^must be the result of such a strike as is pending if it shall be stub- 
bornly contested and prolonged. 


Meanwhile, with all this in the nearer view, some way may be 
found to avert the conflict. The brotherhood chieftains on the one 
3iand and the railway managers on the other appear to conceive that 
they have gone as far as they can to avoid the test of strength and 
now look to the white house for the development of measures that will 
help them let go without surrender. It may be a vain hope. None can 
doub): that the president stands ready to employ any moral compul- 
sions or legal restraints within his power to spare the country the 
catastrophe of a general strike on the railroads. Every reason that 
last August stirred him to spare no means that would serve to keep 
the peace between the railways and their men is at this time multi- 
plied many fold. He will refuse no step that promises to be useful, 
but what can he do? That is the question that everybody is asking— 
the question that railroads and brotherhoods seem equally willing 
should be answered, having abandoned effort to answer it themselves. 
There may be room between these two immense forces now facing 
each other ready for a death grapple in which mediation may attempt 
something to good effect, propose something that may procure a 
strained and temporary acceptance and head off this calamity until 
iit least the tardy decision of the supreme court upon the Adamson 
law. appeal may come down to settle the issues raised by the railroads 
as to that. Any shrift of time, however brief, would help, no matter 
how small the degree of ultimate hope of railway peace it might hold 
out. 


The day may bring a promise, but the prospect is glowering 
enough to warn everybody to expect and prepare for all things so- 
ever that a paralysis of the country's transportation in a season of 
frost and food shortages and skyrocketing prices inescapably must 
mean. 


Upheaval in Russia. 


Out of the astounding upheaval in Russia stand two dominating 
facts that may be looked to. 


Russian people cherish no desire for a separate peace and do hold 
firm resolve to fight through to the end for Russian victory. The peo- 
ple have broken their bonds and have imposed their will upon govern- 
ment and autocracy. It is a new Russia that has risen—a Russia with 
democracy stirring its blood, sluggish with the tyranny of ages. 


The hereditary ruler is driven from his throne. The djTiasty con- 
tinues, it is true, but how long it shall continue the dynasty must 
answer. The people of Russia, having now tried their strength and 
found it good, will not be forced back from the ground they have 
gained. Democracy may not advance by leaps and bounds, but it will 
advance. The revolution that has tipped Nicholas II from his throne 
is the beginning of realizations that the great war seemed clearly to 
promise. 


Meanwhile, the startling procession of events in the great empire 
makes conclusive answer to German diplomacy, German intrigue and 
German hopes. There will be no detachment of Russia from her al- 
lies. There will be a new military policy. The regency of the Grand 
Duke Michael counts for nothing important. The figure that looms i? 
the Grand Duke Nicholas, Russia's greatest warrior—a strong, sol- 
dier-type, too much Slav and too capable of the smashing work he was 
in to suit the palace cabal under Teutonic influences—and shoved to 
the rear, when it suited the bastard policies of the anti-war group in 
Petrograd. 


This revolution will have vast bearing on the great conflict, but 
the larger consequences remain to come. They will be political and 
«ocial, not military. 


From his portraits one gets the impression of the late czar that 
be la a timid, retiring fellow, undersized and weak, likely to be suffer- 
ing from an old stomach troublé and too niany cigarets-r-just the sort 
one can fancy to be tickled to death to get off his hands, even 
ijr process of revolution, a job he isn't fit for and knows it. 


This may shows the possible route of Japanese invation of the United 
States through Mexico if Japan cared to accede to the kaiser's sugges- 
tion of making war on this country a s an ally of Germany and Mexico. 


If the Japs succeeded in landing at Manzanillo, on the west Mexican 
coast, thpy would be connected by a good railroad with the capital and with 
the border at Laredo and Eagle Pass, whence railroads lead to San Antonio, 
Houston and New Orleans, the suggested route of an attack against this 
country. 


After reaching New Orleans the invaders, 
if 
successful, would 
then 
move up the Mississippi valley to try to "cut the country in two."

Has a Weakness for

Grand Duke 
Michael 
Alexan^ro- 
vitch, who has been declared regent 
of the Russians, is the only brother of 
Czar Nicholas, who abdicated yester- 
day. 
He was heir presumtive to the 
throne until the little czarevitch was 
born in July, 1904. 


The new ruler is best known for 
his domiciliary adventui-es, which led 
three or four years ago to his banish- 
ment from the land over which he 
has now been made ruler. 
The czar 
in 1913 exiled his brother for a mor- 
ganatic marriage, cut him from his 
high rank In the army 
and 
turned 
over his estate and 
property 
to 
a 
guardian appointed by the state. 


Took Refuge in England. 


Michael was given forty-eight hours 
in which to clear out of Russia. 
He 
took refuge in England. Now he comes 
back to supplant on the throne the 
elder brother who drove him forth. 


Outside of his marital affairs, which 
brought him Into the limelight of two 
hemispheres, the new regent is not 
particularly known. 
His career has 
been colorless, and during the war his 
name has not taken on the illumina- 
tion won by many others. 


In November, 1912, the Grand Duke 
Michael married Mme. Cheremetieff, 
a pleblan, and 
a choice 
morsel 
of 
scandel was rolled oyer the tongues 
of Europe's aristocracy. 
The 
mor- 
ganatic wife was a woman of great 
beauty, vivacity, wit and charm. 
She 
had been 
splendidly 
educated, and 
when very young she had been mar- 
ried to Sergius Marmontoff of Petro- 
grad, 
Marmontoff was a millionaire 
who took a deep interest in ai-t and 
music. 
After the birth of their 
first 
child the Marmontoffs drifted apart. 


A Chapter of Divorces. 


At this stage Gravid Duke Michael 
entered the life of the young woman. 
Mme. Marmontoff 
reciprocated 
the 
love of her royal suitor and insisted 
that her husband agree to a divorce, 
which was done. 
The 
grand 
duke 
continued 
his 
attentioii.s. 
Tongues 
began to wag, and 
Mme. I^Iarmon- 
toff's family, fearing the wrath of the 
czar, urged her to marry again. 
The 
story at the time was that the gi-and 
duke then persuaded Count Chereme- 
tieff, a young officer 
his regiment 
of the Chevaliers ded la Garde of th® 
empress, to become the iady's hus- 
band "in name only." 
Gossip became 
so outspoken a little later that Chere- 
metieff took cognizance of It and di- 
vorced his wife. 


The czar ordered his brother to dis- 
continue his attentions, but the grand 
duke 
married 
his 
charmer.

months later, in January, 1913, the 
czar heard of it and at once publicly 
disgraced his brother T)y taking away 
his military rank and ordering him 
from Russia within two days.

Govermnent Ought to Guar- 
antee Market and Min- 
imum Price. 


[By Gilson Gardner.] 


Washington, D. C., March 16.— 
"There Is Just one way to avoid a food 
shortage In the'United States and that 
is to raise the biggest crops this season 
that America ever raised. To accom- 
plish I this the government ought to 
guarantee 
a 
market to the farmer, 
fixing a minimum price 
for all the 
principal articles raised." 


This 
is the recommendation of 
Chairman Charles F. Nesbit of the 
special food commission working un- 
der the auspices of the treasury de- 
partment of the District of Columbia 
government. 
The committee began its 
work as a local proposition, but its im- 
portance led the ;tnvestigators into a 
general inquiry tnto the national food 
problem. 


"The supply Is short," Mr. Nesbit 
continued. 
"There Is no use dlsguis-, 
Ing the fact. The 1914 and 1915 wheat 
crops were enormous, but the 1918 
crop was not above normal and the 
1917 crop promises to be almost a 
failure. 
In the meantime, as every- 
body knows, we have been exporting 
at a steadily Increasing rate for for- 
eign consumption. 


"The canned goods crop is short. 
There are less horses for agricultural 
labor, less live stock on our farms and 
less provisions genei-ally in our store 
houses. The niounting prices of food 
will create an overwhelming demand 
for an embargo by next summer or 
fall unless something is done. An em- 
bargo would mean starving the allies 
and that would mean losing the war. 
The United States must help by rais- 
ing crops. We niust raise crops every- 
iv'here. We must cultivate our vacant 
lot.s, our back 
yards, 
our untilled 
acres. We must work the land within 
the city limits where labor is at hand 
for the work. 


"Most rural communities are doing 
all they can with the labor they have. 
City labor could be used to make pro- 
ductive the land in and near our cities 
and towns. The work should be done 
co-operatively and It would pay the 
government to undertake to buy all 
surplus products 
of this 
character 
offered at a certain price. If this were 
done, everybody would know that his 
products would find a market and that 
the increased supply would not break 
the market, nor would the producer 
be robbed by the middleman." 


The recommendations made by this 
district food commission, as outlined 
by Chairman Nesbit, will be brought to 
the attention of congress when it meets 
and will be regarded as one of the 
emergency mea.sures calling for early 
attention.

Private ship building firms have been 
given a chance to show what they 
can do in the way of speed in produc- 
ing ships large and small for the gov- 
ernm^^nt in the present emergency. If 
they ^do not show results in a short 
time the government will take over 
these yards. 


"There is a provision," said Secre- 
tary of the NaA-y Daniels, "In the naval 
bill just passed authorizing the taking 
over of private plants, if this be found 
necessary to secure speedy construc- 
tion, which is the crying need of the 
na\-y at this time. It will be quick to 
recommend taking over any plants. If 
it be essential to do so In order to 
secure the building of new ships in 
double quick time." 


The secretary explained that he had 
asked for the $18,000,000 extra appro- 
priated by congres.s, rhlefly for small 
craft and to expedite 
work 
on the 
larger ve.ssels.

ly Impeded In the part because It has 
been impossible to secure from Amer- 
ican manufacturers 
the supply and 
quality of air craft needed for the navy 
air service, but it is now believed 
manufacturex-s will be willing to lay 
aside foreign contracts and fill gov- 
ernment orders at once, rather than to 
have the government take over their 
plants. 


An Interesting item carried in the 
naval appropriation bill Is one which 
authorizes the secretary of the navy to 
appoint 100 enlisted men every year 
as midshipmen at the Naval academy. 
These enlisted men take the usual ex- 
aminations required of all applicants. 
Until three years ago the-caste system 
at the academy was maintained by the 
requirement that all midshipmen se- 


cure their appointments on the basis of 
political influence, through members 
of congress or the president of the 
United States. 
Three years ago Sec- 
retary Daniels got congress to author- 
ize the appointment of fifteen enlisted 
men annually. 
This new legislation 
adds eighty-five more to these fifteen.

STATEMENTS ON RAILWAY STRIKE 


FOR T H E RAILROADS. 


(By Elisha Lee, Chairman 
National 
Conference of Railroads.) 


We have offered to the 
Goethals 
eight hour commission recently ap- 
pointed by the president, any questions 
that may remain unsettled by the de- 
cision of the supreme 
court 
in 
the 
pending Adamson law case. 
We re- 
gret that the leaders of the organiza- 
tions have refused to accept this offer 
and that they have notified us that they 
have ordered a series of strikes on the 
railroads of the country beginning Sat- 
urday night at 6 o'clock. 
- 
The ultimatum presented to the rail- 
roads by the organizations was that we 
.must immediately put into effect their 
"interpretation of the law now before 
the supreme court for a determination 
of its constitutionality and meaning, 
without waiting for the decision of the 
court. 


We declined to accept this proposi- 
tion, feeling that we must await and 
abide by the judgment of the court; 
and we thereupon made the following 
formal offer for a settlement of the is- 
sues Involved: 


1. 
If the supreme court holds the 
Adamson law to be constitutional and 
the two sides cannot agree upon th3 
application of any of the points we will 
agree that the eight hour commission 
shall determine how the law shall be 
applied. 


2. 
In case the law is declared un- 
constitutional we offer to join you' «n. 
asking the eight hour commission to 
determine the whole controversy; any 
settlement arrived at to be effective 
JanJl, 1917. 


This offer for a feasible adjustment 
was refused. 


FOR T H E EMPLOYES. 


(By the Four Chiefs of the Brother- 
hoods.) 


We presented a proposition to place 
the Adamson eight hour law into ef- 
fect along the lines suggested by Pres- 
ident Wilson last August, which was 
that in all road .service, except pas- 
senger, 
where 
schedules now 
read: 
"One hundred miles or less, nine or 
ten hours or less, overtime' at ten or 
eleven miles per houi-," insert eight 
hours or less for 
a 
basic day and 
twelve and a half miles per hour for 
speed basis for the purpose of com- 
puting overtime. 
Overtime to be paid 
for at not less than one-eighth of the 
daijy rate 
per 
hour. 
In all yard, 
switching and hoisting service, where 
schedules now read: 
"Ten, eleven or 
twelve hours or less shall constitute a 
day's work," insert 
"eight hours or 
less" shall constitute a day's work. 
Overtime to be paid for at not less 
than one-eighth of the daily rate per 
hour. 
In passenger service the present 
mileage basis will be maintained pro- 
vided the basic passenger day will not 


the railroads again refused to accept 
the decision of congress, and have not 
yet observed the law in a single In- 
stance. 
» 


It is apparent to us that the pur- 
pose of the railroads is to avoid any 
settlement of the matter until such 
time as the country becomes involved 
in war, when they expect to escape 
any settlement of whatever character. 
Even though the supreme court should 
decide that the law was constitutional, 
we have noticed that they will not 
accept 
our 
interpretation 
thereof, 
which is practically the same as the 
president proposed when he 
recom- 
mended the enactment of the 
law; 
therefore, a decision of the supreme 
court upholding the 
constitutionality 
of the law would not even 
Indirectly 
secure for the employes the purpose 
of the law. 


It goes without saying that railroad 
employes have been patient and loyal 
to the interests of the country, and in 
the event of war have offered their 
services to the government. 
It must 
not be overlooked that during 
this 
period, when the railroads have per- 
sistently denied their employes 
that 
which was intended by the president in 
his proposition and that which was in- 
tended by congress in the Adamson 
law, the 
railroads 
during a year's 
period, show net earnings of over $1,- 
000,000,000, while the employes, with 
no increase in wages, have suffered an 
increase in 
cost of living equal 
to 
more than 40 per cent. 


If, after more than a year, we have 
failed to secure some relief and train 
and engine men conclude to fold their 
hands and starve 
in 
reality rather 
than by degrees, should they be con- 
sidered as disloyal to their flag? 


Why not place some of the respon- 
sibility on the 
employers, who 
can 
very easily stpp all talk of stoppage 
of 
trains 
by recognizing that 
such 
emplojes 
must 
either 
lower 
their 
standard of lixnng or they must work 
longer than ten hours out of 
each 
twenty-four in order to retain Amer- 
ican standards of living?

dairy inspector. 


He Is moved to that utterance by 
the milkman. 
The fellow who gath- 
ers the empty milk containers f r o m 
the side porches knows what he might 
expect on the inside of the house. 
It 
is not only the delivei-y boy, the meter 
man, the washwoman, the family doc- 
tor and a few others who understand 
how F o r t Wayne women keep house. 


Mr. Milkman has raised a cry about 
his 
findings. 
F r o m 
the 
streaked, 
grease,smeared interiors of the 
hun- 
dreds of bottles he collects every day 
he has concluded that the 
majority 
of local housewives 
are 
indifferent 
about their family obligations. 


Dr. Kucher was called into one of 
the dairies to see a string of stripped 
milk bottles which the milkman had 
collected Wednesday. 


"It is awful," said Kucher. 
Then he hurried away^to his office 
to write 
an article 
explaining 
that 
health and happiness of the home is 
largely bound up in the treatment of 
the little milk bottle f r o m the time it 
enters the realm of the 
fireside 
until 
it is removed again. 


Here are some of his cautions for 
housewives: 


Don't allow a bottle containing milk 
to stand around on the kitchen table, 
ßtove front or in the sink. 
Keep it In 
an icebox. 


Provide a suitable box for protec- 
tion of the milk from stray dogs and 
cats if the milk is delivered early in 
the morning. 


Don't take a milk bottle into a sick 
room. 
Milk bottles m a y spread dis- 
ease germs the same as the fatal house 
fly. 


Don't use the milk bottle for any 
other purpose than a milk container. 
Any other use is contrary to law. 


Don't fail to notify thte health de- 
p a r t m e n t of any complaint about con- 
dition of milk when it reaches your 
home. 


Don't fail to wash your milk bottles 
before returning them. 
Tou 
should 
not complain of dirty milk bottles If 
you send them back to the dairyman in 
a greasy state. 
Stale dirt Is very hard 
to remove f r o m the glass jars. 
Dairy- 
men 
genei-ally 
do 
their 
best, 
but 
housewives often do not. 
Housewives 
should do their part of the cleaning. 
Failure to clean the bottles Is con- 
trary to law for the consumers 
the 
same as for the dairies.

committeemen 
f r o m 
Cleveland on March 10 was obtained 
here today. 
It calls for the peaceful 
withdrawal at a given time later to be 
designated but urged passenger train 
employes and those on trains hand- 
ling milk and mails exclusively to con- 
tinue on duty for live days a f t e r the 
strike actually commences. 


"A refusal of the passenger train- 
m e n 
to observe these 
instructions," 
the order says, "will not onl.v violate 
the laws of their respective organiza- 
tions, but will produce complications 
which will greatly injure the cause." 


Order is Explained. 


The order explains that tliis action 
affecting men on pMsenger and ex- 
clusive milk and mail trains was taken 
"after many days of careful considera- 
tion" for the reasons: 


"First, that the public may be in- 
convenienced as little as possible; that 
exclusive milk and mail trains, in ad- 
dition to passenger trains may be run, 
thereby preventing Buffering to chil- 
dren or serious inconvenience in busi- 
ness. 


"Second, our membership will 
be 
coming in contact with the public to 
explain our ponltion and a t t h * s a m e 
tlma t h « r will ba In a poaltlon t o k««p 
va tn toiMh w i t h w h a t to g o l a c o h 
ter 


"Third, it is a well known fact that 
it Is much easier to get men to scab 
when positions on passenger trains OP 
engines are vacant than it would ba 
if they knew they had to tackle heavy 
drags or yard work. 


"Fourth, the history of all strikes 
which lasted any length of time is 
that the passenger trains were run to' 
greater or less degree. 
. 


"Fifth, whllo we are prepared foP^ 
the v.'orst, the die has been cast. thero 
is'no turning back, but we hope a i d 
believe a strike can be won without 
the passenger men leaving 
the 
vice." 


Gave Word to President. 
The order expressed the 
"slncer® 
hope that none of our membership will 
be required to withdraw from the aer^^ 
vice," and concluded: 


"It was decided not to call a nation- 
wide strike if It can be avoided and oup 
word to that effect has been given t o 
the president of the United States an<l , 
to many of our friends in the senate ' 
and house of representatives. 
If It ; 
becomes necessary, however, to léava ' 
the service of any property we will not 
hesitate to call upon as many lines a s 
necessary to make this movement 
a 
success, and while it was necessary for' 
some system or group of lines to m a k a

Details of Bevolution in 
Most Despotic Land 
on Earth. 


PLANS, WELL LAID, 
ARE CARRIED OUT 


Duma Got S3rmpathy and 
Support of Army and 
All Went Well. 


Petrograd, March 16.—The abdica- 
tion of E m p e r o r Nicholas, czar of all 
ilussias, and the elevation of 
Grand 
D u k e 
Michael 
Alexandrovitch, 
his 
Jbrother, as regrent, coupled -with the 
/overthrow 
of 
the 
reactionary 
party 
and the death or imprisonment of its 
leaders, sum up briefly the results of 
a sudden revolution which has swept 
•through the e.npire. 


The duma, backed by the army, has 
Bucceeded everywhere In overthrowing 
the government, and the people, long 
•victims of the most autocratic rule in 
the world, have burst the bonds of 
centuries, and in a revolution practic- 
ally bloodless, but seemingly as over- 
whelming in Its consequences as that 
which deluged France with blood more 
t h a n a century ago, have seized the 
reins of power. 
A committee of safety 
has been appointed, which Is acting as 
the provisional 
government. 


Virtually all the so-called pro-Ger- 
m a n reactionaries are in custody. The 
revolt centered in this city and Mos- 
cow, but other cities joined in the up- 
rising, 
and 
the 
leaders 
encountered 
but little resistance from the troops, 
most of w h o m went over in a body. 
F o r m e r 
Premier 
Stui-mer 
has 
been 
imprisoned, and M. I'rotopopoff, min- 
ister of the interior, is being' hunted 
by 
citizens, 
who 
have 
sacked 
lais 
home. 


Garrisons Join Revolutionists. 


• Some street fighting occurred lierc dur- 
ing the 
first 
day, when bridges were 
blown up ill order to isolate certain sec- 
tions of the city, but so far as known no 
"prominent person.s were killed. The gar- 
risons of tlie capital and also of Moscow 
went over to the revolutionists in a body. 
The garrison at Kliarkcr has forniallj 
Joined tlie revolution and is supporting 
'the proviBional govenmient. 
Strikes in 
Bympathy have been called in factories 
and on street car lines 
Kharkev is tlie 
capital of the province of the same name. 
It is 480 miles south of Moscow and has 
a population of 200,000. 


The success of the revolution znarks 
the final answer of the masses to any 
suggestions of separate peace with C4er- 
jnany. 
The party now in power fonsist- 
ing of the duma leaders backed ]>r the 
army, is what is termed the "pu.=;h tlie 
war ]iarty" and every resource of the 
rast 
onipire will now be turned toward 
Dbtaining a victorious decision on the 
battlefield. 
The new govenunent is on- 
forcing its mandates bv dccvces backed 
"'jy the power of the army. 


In the three days of fighting Iho trodjjs 
opposed to the revolution v.erc assisted

Duma Xotifies EniiHMor. 


The d u m a joined hands with the rev- 
olution on being dissolved by the em- 
peror, and declared that the exi.'sting 
government 
had 
been 
overthrown. 
The d u m a resumed its sittings after it 
had sent the notification to tlie emperor 
of these developments, warning 
him 
t h a t the fate of the dynasty depended 
on his acceptance of the new order of 
affairs. 


The city is now quiet. 
Perfect order 
prevail.s. 
So f a r as is known, no for- 
eigners were injured. 
All the minis- 
ters resigned, with the exception of 
i'rotopopoff. 
Preinier 
Golitziiie 
and 
the head of the seci-et police were ar- 
rested. 
The jaiLs were thrown open. 
The headqtiarters of the seci-et police 
and several government buildings were 
burned. 
The empress is supposed to 
be in the palace, but this is uncertain.

The first two days mounted 
patrols kept the crowds moving with- 
out resorting to violence.

Ijittle Intimation of K.vtcnt.

Stores, banks and business establish- 
ments of every description 
reopened 
their doors for the resumption of or- 
dinary activities, seemingly, as confi- 
dence in the new temporary govern- 
ment gained in force. 
Truck sledges 
and little sleighs for hire, the most 
widely 
appreciated 
conveniences of 
Russian cities, began to appear again 
in the streets t h a t for six days had 
been absolutely void of any means of 
private transportation. 


Newspapers, with the exception of 
^evolutionary 
publications 
which 
sprang iiUo life with the success of 
the revolt, had failed to appear. Street 
car service at noon had not been re- 
sumed, but it was believed that night 
would see partial service.. 


Smoking Ruins Mark Clash. 


The only visible signs of the des- 
perate clash of authority that turned 
the city into a battle ground were the 
charred ruins of the jail, which are 
still pouring a cloud of smoke sky- 
ward, and the remains of other police 
institutions and the homes of the few 
individuals who were regarded as of- 
fenders against the rights of the peo- 
ple. 
In front of other government in- 
stitutions, which apparently it was not 
seen fit to destroy, are piles of charred 
embers showing where wreckage and 
documents had been dumped and con- 
sumed. 


The defenders of the old regime— 
doubtless a few remain 
uncaptured 
by the police—put up a last feeble de- 
fense last night f r o m the roofs of the 
wrecked 
Astoria 
Military 
hotel 
and 
St. Isaac's Cathedral, facing on two 
sides of the same square. 
They were 
soon silenced by the sharp shooters of 
the new authority. 


Witli the reopening of bread, sugar, 
tea and m e a t shops, lines of women 
with shopping bags and baskets, often 
extending to the length of a block, 
were formed to replenish stores ex- 
hau.sted by the long seige. 
The most 
phenomenal feature of the revolution 
has been the swift and orderly transi- 
tion whereby the control of the city 
passed f r o m one regime of the old gov- 
ernment into the hands of its oppo- 
nents.

Regiments Refuse to Fire. 


After thirty-six hours of continuous 
street 
fighting, 
the 
whole 
area of 
Petrograd 
was on Tuesday noon 
in 
the hands of the revolutionists. Regi- 
ments called 
out to 
disperse street 
crowds that were clambering for bread 
refused to fire upon the people, 
but 
mutinied, killing their officers In many 
cases, and joined the swelling ranks 
of the insurgents. 
With the exception 
of the Finnish regiment, which took 
possession of the Admiralty 
building 
on the Neva and kept up a desultory 
rlfie and machine gun fire, the 
last 
regiments to remain loyal to the gov- 
ernment had capitulated after a sus- 
tained 
battle 
on the 
Morskaya 
and 
made no f u r t h e r resistance to the rev- 
olutionists, who controlled the entire 
city. 
The 
police 
had 
disappeared 
from the streets, which were patrolled 
by automobiles packed with 
soldiers 
and students, and were wildly cheered 
by the people. 


Nearly All Ministers Resig:n. 


The government was declared to be 
overthrown by the d u m a leaders, who 
met in the Maveritchisky palace after 
the regular session had been adjourned 
by imperial ukase, and in a telegram 
to the emperor, the popular represen- 
tatives declared that a special commit- 
tee, composed of the leaders of 
the 
various parties in the duma, 
would 
submit a list of names for the new 
cabinet. 
Simultaneously 
it was 
re- 
ported that all the ministers except M. 
ProtopopofC had resigned. 


The 
imperial 
palace 
at 
Tsarskoe 
Pelo is said to be in a siege, but thus 
far no 
firing 
has been reported 
be- 
tween the guards defending the palace 
and the revolutionists and troops. 
It 
is said that Gen. Michael V. Alexieff. 
former chief of .staff, has been offered 
the military 
dictatorship. 


Huge Ai'senals Seized. 


On :Monday, which was the turning 
point in the battle between the gov- 
ernment ti'oops and mutineers, all the 
principal 
strongholds, 
arsenals, 
fac- 
tories and barracks, including the St. 
Peter and St. Paul fortress and artil- 
lery headquarters, fell in the hands of 
the revolting troops and the revol .- 
tionists were plentifully supplied with 
rifles and ammunition. 
At the same 
time all the prisons for political of- 
fenders were thrown open by the rev - 
lutionists and the prisoners marched 
out to join their emancipators. 


The battle .spread f r o m one part of 
the city to another with great rapidity 
and as the day progressed it became 
apparent that nothing could stem the. 
tide of revolution which swept west- 
ward f r o m the neighborhood of 
the 
d u m a and the chief military barracks 
up the Nevsky Morskaya to St. Isaac's 
square. 
The economic and industrial 
life of the city came to a 
complete 
standstill. 
Street car service was sus- 
pended f r o m the beginning of the dis- 
orders and stores were closed. 
The 
two leading hotels which housed of 
fleers were wrecked; others restricted 
their service to regular patrons. 
In 
response to an appeal by the revolu- 
tionist committees, citizens distributed 
food to the soldiers. 


I7ka.se Di.ssolvcd Duma. 


The D u m a was dis.solved by i#iperial 
order, effective March 
11, 
tho 
im- 
perial ukase reading as follows: 


"The sittings of the d u m a are a <- 
journed 
owing to extraordinary 
cir- 
cumstances until f u r t h e r notice. 
They 
will be resumed not later than April." 


On Monday the d u m a members, ex- 
cept the Rightests, met 
in 
executive 
session, notwithstanding the 
dissolu- 
tion order. 
The-re.sult was a virtual- 
ly unanimous vote to place the d u m a 
ijquarely on the side of the revolution 
and to authorize tho executive coun- 
cil of that body to declare the present 
government 
overthrown and organipio 
a provisional government. 
President 
Rodziank, who presided, sent a tele- 
gram to tho emperor informing him of 
the developments and calling on him 
to listen to the voice of the people. 


"The hour 
has 
struck,"

said, 
"when the will of the people must pre- 
vail."

That 
trouble would result was evidently an- 
ticipated and the residents of Tsarlcoe- 
Selo were warned to make all arrange- 
ments to remain in the suburb for an 
indefinite period and th6 roads leading 
to the town were guarded. 


The immediate occurrences leading 
to Monday's developments began at 5 
o'clock Sunday evening, when the men 
of the Volynsky regiment shot their 
officers and 
revolted after 
receiving 
an order to fire upon striking work- 
ingmen in one of the factory districts. 


Another regiment detailed 
against 
the mutineers also joined the revolt. 
The news spread rapidly to the other 
barracks and four 
other 
regiihents 
went over. 
Some 
of 
the 
revolting 
troops marched to 
the 
f a m o u s 
St. 
Peter and St. Paul fortress on the left 
bank of the Neva and after a 
brief 
skirjnish with the garri-son took pos- 
session of it. 


On Tuesday revolutionary 
publica- 
tions appeared in the streets with the 
simple caption "news," containing 
a 
resume of the developments. 
They 
were^eagerly read by all classes. Rodz- 
iarko's telegrams to the emperor and 
others to the commandei's of troops 
at the front were reproduced. 
The 
first 
message to the emperor was as 
follows: 


"The situation ia grave. 
Anarchy 
reigns In the capital. 
The government 
is paralyzed. 
The transport of provi- 
sions and fuel is completely disorgan- 
ized. 
General dissatisfaction is grow- 
ing. 
Irregular rifie firing is occurring 
in 
the 
streets. 
It 
is 
necessary 
to 
charge 
immediately 
some 
person 
trusted by the people to form a new 
government. 
It is impossible to lin- 
ger, since delay means death. 
Pray, 
ing God that the responsibility in this 
hour will not fall

Last Appeal to Emperor. 


Later President Rodziarko sent the 
following to the emperor. 


"The position is becoming more se- 
rious. 
It is Imperative that immedi- 
ate measures be t a k e n because tomor- 
row will be too late. The last hour has 
come when the fate of the fatherland 
and the dynasty are toeing decided." 


Similar telegrams were sent to all 
the commanders at the front, with an 
appeal for their support before the 
împeror of the duma's action. 
Gen. 
Alexis Brussiloff, commander-in-chief 
of the armies 
of 
the 
southwestern 
front, and Gen. Nicholas Ruzski, com- 
mander of the northern armies, 
re- 
plied promptly. 
The former sent this 
me-ssage: 


"Have fulfilled duty before father- 
land and emperor." 


Gon. Ruzski's reply read: 
"Com- 
mission accomplished." 


The visible signs of revolution be- 


gan on Thursday," March 8.

least one in twelve to refuse to strike. 


"Don't forget history since our Saviour 
found one Judas against the twelve He 
selected." Mr. Lee said. "We therefore 
do not hope to beat His record and we 
look for at least one in twelve. 
The 
only way to determine whether our men 
are in earnest is to count noses Sunday 
and thereafter. 


"Don't forget that we left the entire 
matter to Mr. Wilson last August and 
agreed to abide by his proposal then. 
The railroads refused to settle the ques- 
tion. I have since publicly proposed to 
leave the entire controversy to President 
Wilson to say personally whether v;e 
should have the eight 
hour day in 
freight and yard service without reduc- 
tion of the present daily rates.

,20) near to Jesus as he spake were two 
colossal, golden lamp stands around 
Vhfch when lighted the people gath- 
^ei'ed with rejoicing. Amid the blaze of 
•this illumination, Jesus exclaims:

m the light of the world." 
What Is 
lore beneficent than light as it re- 
veals, cheers and brings life, health 
happiness to mankind? 
AVlthout 
light there i.s no vision. 
Without Jesus 
¡there is no spiritual wisdom. 
Without 
light we know not whither we are go- 
j!ug. 
Without Jesus we grope In the 
darkness. 
Every ray of light, of truth, 
of holiness and love comes from him, 
!for God is light, and in him is no dark- 
iness at all (I .John 1:15). 
Some think 
jthat these words were occasioned by 
¡the onlooke?-s, seeing what Jesus had 
y-ritten in Ihe sand (vv. 1-11). 
The 
first step in the slavery of sin is blind- 
ness; the second is habit; and 
the 
third is that of absolute slavery (Prov. 
P:22). 
Jesus was the incarnation of 
the light of 
Got]. 
Wo cannot con- 
ceive of Jesus making such an asser- 
tion as this, and being merely a good 
man. 


II. The Pcssibiiity of Freedom 
(vv. 


{51-36.) 
These words were spoken to 
Hhose which had believed on him." and 
BS the result they were to know the 
[ruth, and the {ruth should make them 
free. Knowledge and liberty come from 
continuance (abiding) in the word of 
.God (John 14:15; 16:12-13). Many men 
Ireject Je.sus Christ because they claim 
Ihey wish to have their liberty, and by 
so doing they lose their liberty. A dis- 
ciple is a learrner; .Tesus is the teacher; 
the 
entrance 
examinations 
to 
the 
school of Christ are the simple and 
Qecessary condition of believing or ac- 
septing him as Lord and teacher. The 
Scholars are nil the disciples who con- 
tinue under his instruction. 
The ob- 
lect of the schooling is to make per- 
fect men. 
"unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ" (Eph. 
4:22; Col. 4:12). 
Christ's school Is not 
pnly in the church 
in the Sunday 
school and Young People's society, but 
It is everywhere, in the home, in the 
Dfilce, at work and play; wherever one 
Is trying truly to live according 
to 
Christ'.« will, he is in his school, and 
that school is open both day and night; 
there are no vacations and no recesses. 
The text book is the Book of books. 
We need not argue as to the necessity 
Of sin, but realize the fact that all are 
jinder s'n (Rom, 5:12), but being un- 
ler sin does not necessitate our abld- 
ig there, nor Is sin necessary to our 
(?ing. 
This freedom here is from sin 
ind the love of sin and the curse and 
'the penalty of sin and the bondage and 
corroding care of sin. It is also mental 
freedom, freedom for Christian 
ac- 
tivity. 
A knowledge of the English 
Bible is a liberal education, and brings 
true liberty to those who are thus edu- 
cated. 
As contrasted to that we have 
the slavery of sin (vv. 34, 36). 
The 
drunkard is a slave because he is re- 
strained from doing what he knows he 
ought to do. He cannot even do wrong 
freely for his conscience constantly up- 
braids him. 
He Is a slave because he 
Is compelled to bear the consequence.s 
of sin against his will. 
The way of 
escape (v, 36) Is through the son: 
"If 
the gon therefore shall make you free, 
j e shall be free indeed." 


III. The Authority (vv. 56, 58). The 
Jews took exception to the words of 
.Tesus (33-55). 
AVhen did Abraham see 
Jesus? Read the 18th and 19th chapters 
of Genesis, and we find that one of the 
three who visited Abraham was dlflfer- 
ent from the other two, and remained 
behind while two went on to Sodom.. 
The one who remained was the Lord 
Jesus, .Tehovah appearing in human 
form before his later Incarnation as 
Jesus of Nazareth,

peace may have jurisdiction and con- 
trol." 
Only elimination 
i.s cases

which titles to real estate are involved 
or of guardians. 


The new provision will, mean a hard 
blow to business of the justices of the 
peace. 
Attorneys think that fully 80 
per cent of the civil cases now tried 
in the justice court will be taken be- 
fore the police Judge in cities tvhere a 
municipal court is maintained. 
Dis- 
patch Avith which cases are turned out 
in city courts is given as a reason why 
lawyers would rather take their cases 
before the city 
tribunal. 


To many the new law portends the 
passing of the justice court. 
It is the 
deliberate intention of leading legis- 
lators to do away with the " 'squire" 
court in cities, some well versed attor- 
neys say.

The city judge shall receive an in- 
crease in salary because of the added 
cases which the new law will bring 
before him. 
The amount of increase 
is to be fixed by the common council, 
the law states.

that he will not ask 
for 
more money, no matter how stringent 
hi.«? duties m a y become.

No civil cases are to be decided in 
police court on holidays or Sundays, 
the statute states.

Will Find Time. 


"How will the city judge find time 
to try all the cases which are expected 
to be brought before him under the 
new law?" is a common question. 


He will be a verj' busy m a n but the 
legislature thinks he will be able to 
make out. 
The statute will not come 
into its full power for a year, it is ad- 
mitted. 
The state will be dry about 
that time. 
The legislature expects the 
dry prohibition law to prohibit. 
In 
other words the legislators are claimed 
on very good authority, to be expect- 
ing the city judge to be free f r o m moet 
of his trials of hearing 
intoxication 
cases, listejiing to stories of wife beat- 
ingrs, disorderly conduct cases and even 
a part 
of the 
child neglect affairs. 
iVIo.st of these claases of hearings are 
blamed upon the reign of King Alco-

Deposed Czar, Nicholas II., Goes to the 


Palace ot Tsarkoeselo and 


Troops Rush There 


STIll SOME FIGHTINUIMMPERInl CAPITOL 


Grand Duke Nicholas, idol of the Russian army, and ranked as 


Russia's master strategist, looms up as the big military figure of the 
hour in the empire'which has just witnessed a successful and almot 
bloodless revolution and the abdication of its emperor. 


The relinquishment of the throne by Nicholas II automatically 


deprived him of his rank as commander in chief of the Russian armies. 
The heir to the throne is an infant and Grand Duke Michael, named a: 
regent, while a soldier of repute, is not of commanding military ex 
perience, 


.Thus the nation, the Pctrograd dispatches indicate, is turning i 


its most tried and trusted military leader. Grand Duke Nicholas 
reported to have arrived at the capital and the probability is point <. 
to that he will take command of the troops. 


Of the complete success-of the revolutionary movement, in whit 


the lead was taken by the duma, there seems no doubt that while 
there have been few advices as to the attitude of the army at the 
front, such news as has been received indicates that the military with 
the exception of reactionaries among the officers together with all the 
popular forces of the empire, is backing the new government. The ci*il 
forces of the nation are co-operating with the government, most heart- 
ily in rcstoriug normality in the life of the empire. 


The duma which is the chief factor in shaping the course of tho 


regime, and the zcmstvo councils are reported co-operating success- 
fully in straightening out. the various tangles which have resulted 
from the momentous change in government control. 


The food problem is being attacked and the people themselves 


seem to be exercising their own authority to repress any elements of 
the population that, might be inclined to indulge in excesses. 


A measure of general political amnesty is reported in course of 


preparation by,the new Russian minister of justice. Grand Dnke 
Nicholas is sai(t to have indorsed the move as one necessary to save 
the empire and bring the war to a successful termination.

RUSSIAN CAPITAL 


RETURNS QUICKLY 


TO NORMAL LIFE 


(Continued cm Page 2, Column 5.) 


London, March 16.—(8:39 «. m.)— 


One of the most remarkable features 
of the Russian revolution, says Reu- 
ter's Petrograd correspondent, has 
been the speed with which the people 
have resumed normal life. 
Order is 


the watchword of the day. The cor- 
respondent continues: 
"Still more 
remarkable, 
looking 


back over the events of the past few 
days, in the -way in which the same 
spirit of good order prevailed through 
the hours when the revolt was at its 
height. Organized crowds seemed to 
take pride in 'doing things regular.1 


"For instance, in all sections of the 


city, the crowds commandeered all 
motor cars on the streets, but in every 
case took the names of the occupants 
and promised to report the names and 
circumstances to the duma committee 
and facilitate the return of the car. 


"In the view of the populace the rev- 


olution was practically bloodless. Cer- 
tainly there has been some loss of life 
but it is insignificant as compared with 
the tremendous results obtained. For 
some weeks past everybody in Petro- 
grad realized that a crisis of some 
kind was approaching. 
The temper, 


even of the most patient people in the 
world, becomes frayed when they are 
obliged to stand three or four hours 
in a temperature ten or twenty below 
zero waiting for bread which was often 
not obtained. Potatoes have risen to 
eight and nine times their ordinary 
prices and other food commodities at 
a cost practically prohibitive to the 
poor. 
' 


Explanations Did Not Help. 


Tho explanations of the voluble new 


minister of agriculture M. Rittich, 
were not calculated either to relieve 
the present hunger or the anxiety for 
the future. He ascribed the delay in 
the arrival of flour to a snow storm, 
as though snow storms in Russia in 
February were unparalleled phenom- 
ena. The people in the streets were 
not the only ones who suffered under 
this sort of explanation. 
The d'jma 


leaders as well regarded the situation 
as inexcusable and President Rod- 
zianko finally felt Justified in going to 
the length of offering his whole- 
hearted assistance in putting into ef- 
fect special emergency measures, for 
increasing the food supply.

Gave Rise to Alarm. 


"With such an administration of 


agriculture and the interior and with 
the premier a nonenity it is not sur- 
prising that the food prospects wera 
regarded by the members of the duma 
with the greatest alarm and even dis- 
may. 
While the duma leaders wera 


discussing the food situation the peo- 
ple in the streets were getting more 
and morn voluble in their

Strike is Ordered. 


The long threatened tie-up of the railroads has ben ordered. Tho 


people of the United States are brought face to face with a situation 
that "will inflict hardship, suffering and loss. Commerce and industry 
src due for paralysis and conceivably widespread disaster. The gov- 
ernment is menaced with a vast problem having many sides in the 
niidst of an international crisis that any day may mean war. Society 
is threatened .with violent disturbances that are the inseparable ac- 
companiment of extensive industrial upheavals that make great num- 
bers of men idle and impose hard conditions on daily life. An abnor- 
mal situation that will involve the whole country, affect all its inhab- 
itants and interfere with all their occupations, pursuits and business 
inevitably will develop. All this and more—much not to be imagined 
—must be the result of such a strike as is pending if it shall be stub- 
bornly contested and prolonged. 


Meanwhile, with all this in the nearer view, some -way may be 


found to avert the conflict. The brotherhood chieftains on the one 
hand and the railway managers on, the other appear to conceive that 
they have gone as far as they caiuto avoid the test of strength and 
now look to the white house for the development of measures that will 
help them let go without surrender. It may be a vain hope. None can 
doubt that the president stands ready to employ any monil compul- 
sions or legal restraints within his power to spare the country the 
catastrophe of a general strike on the railroads. Every reason that, 
last August stirred him to spare no moans that would servo to keep 
the peace between the railways and their men is at this time multi- 
plied many fold. He will refuse no step that promises to be useful, 
but what can ho do? That is the question that, everybody is asking— 
the question that railroads and brotherhoods si-cm equally willing 
should be answered, having abandoned effort, to answer it themselves. 
There may be room between these two immense forces now facing 
each other ready for a death grapple in which mediation may attempt 
something to good effect, propose something that may procure a 
strained and temporary acceptance and head off this calamity until 
at least the tardy decision of the supreme court upon the Adamsou 
law appeal may come down to settle the issues raised by the railroads 
as to that. Any shrift of time, however brief, would help, no matter 
how small the degree of ultimate hope of railway peace it might hold 
out. 


The day may bring a promise, but the prospect is glowering 


enough to warn everybody to expect and prepare for all things so- 
ever that a paralysis of the country's transportation in a season of 
frost and food shortages and skyrocketing prices inescapably must 
mean.

States through Mexico if Japan cared to accede to the kaiser's sugges- 
tion of m:ikinc war on this country as an ally of Germany and Mexico.

Out of the astounding upheaval in Russia stand two dominating 


facts that may be looked to. 
•• 


Russian people cherish no desire for a separate peace and do hold 


firm resolve to fight through to the end for Eussian victory. The peo- 
ple have broken their bonds and have imposed their will upon govern 
ment and autocracy. It is a new Kussia that has risen—a Russia with 
democracy stirring its blood, sluggish with the tyranny of ages. 


The hereditary ruler is driven from his throne. The dynasty con- 


tinues, it is true, but how long it shall continue the dynasty must 
answer. The people of Russia, having now tried their strength and 
found it good, will not be forced back from the ground they have 
gained. Democracy may not advance by leaps and bounds, but it will 
advance. The revolution that has tipped Nicholas II from his throne 
is the beginning of realizations that the great war seemed clearly to 
promise. 


Meanwhile, the startling procession of events in the great empire 


makes conclusive answer to German diplomacy, German intrigue and 
German hopes. There will be no detachment of Russia from her al- 
lies. There will be a new military policy. The regency of the Grand 
Duke Michael counts for nothing important. Tho figure that looms h 
the Grand Duke Nicholas, Russia's greatest warrior—a strong, sol- 
dier-type, too much Slav and too capable of the smashing work he was 
in to suit the palace cabal under Teutonic influences—and shoved to 
the rear, when it suited the bastard policies of the anti-war group in 
Petrograd. 


This revolution will have vast bearing on the great conflict, but 


Ihe larger consequences remain to come. They will be political and 
social, not military.

Government Ought to Guar- 


antee Market and Min- 


imum Price. 


[By Gilson Gardner.] 


Washington, D. C., March 16.— 


"There Is just one way to avoid a food 
shortage In the United States and that 
is to raise the biggest crops this season 
that America ever raised. To accom- 
plish this the government ought to 
guarantee a market to the farmer, 
fixing a minimum price for all the 
principal articles raised." 


This is the 
recommendation of 


Chairman Charles F. Nesbit of the 
special food commission working un- 
der the auspices of the treasury de- 
partment ot the District of Columbia 
government. The committee began its 
work as a local proposition, but Its im- 
portance led the Investigators into a 
general Inquiry Into the national food 
problem. 


"The supply Is short." Mr. Nesbit 


continued. "There Is no use disguis- 
ing the fact The 1914 and 1915 wheat 
crops were enormous, but the 1918 
crop was not above normal and the 
1917 
crop promises to be almost a 


failure. In the meantime, as every- 
body knows, we have been exporting 
at a steadily increasing rate for for- 
eign consumption. 


"The canned goods crop is short. 


There are less horses for agricultural 
labor, less live stock on our farms and 
less provisions generally in our store 
houses. The mounting prices of food 
will create an overwhelming demand 
for an embargo by next summer or 
fall unless something is done. An em- 
bargo would mean starving the allies 
and that would mean losing the war. 
The United States must help by rais- 
ing crops. We must raise crops every- 
where. We must cultivate our vacant 
lots, our 
back 
yards, 
our untillcd 


acres. We must work the land within 
the city limits where labor Is at hand 
for the work. 


"Most rural communities are doing 


all they can with the labor they hai'e- 
City labor could bo used to make pro- 
ductive the land in and near our cities 
and towns. The work should be done 
co-operatively and It would pay the 
government to undertake to buy all 
surplus products of this character 
offered at a certain price. If this were 
done, everybody would know that his 
products would find a market and that 
the increased supply would not break 
the market, nor would tho producer 
be robbed by tho middleman." 


The recommendations made by this 


district food commission, as outlined 
by Chairman Nesbit. will bo brought to 
the attention of congress when it meets 
and will be regarded as one of the 
emergency measures calling for early 
attention. 
• • « 


Private ship building firms have been 


Bivcn :i. chance to show what they 
con do in the way of speed In produc- 
ing ships lurge and small for the gov- 
ernment in the present emergency. If 
they <ln not show results In a short 
time tho. government will take over 
these yards. 


"There Is a provision." said Secre- 


tary of the Navy Daniels, "in tho naval 
bllUJust passed authorizing the taking 
over of private plants, If this bo found 
necessary to secure speedy construc- 
tion, which- Is the crying need of the 
navy at this time. It will be quick to 
recommend taking over any plants, if 
It be essential to do so in order to 
secure the building of new ships In 
double quick time." 


The secretary explained that he had 


asked for the $18,000.000 extra appro- 
priated by congress, chiefly for small 
craft and to expedite work 
on the 


larger vessels. • 
» * 


A submarine base at the entrance of 


the Panama canal is one of the rec- 
ommendations of the navy department 
and an appropriation to create such a 
base was carried In the sundry civil 
bill, which was one of those which 
fulled at the close of the session just 
ended. 


Work on air craft in the present war

WHAT THE BELLIGERENTS SAY; 


STATEMENTS ON RAILWAY STRIKE 


FOR THE RAILROADS. 


(By Ellsha Lee. Chairman National 


Conference ot Railroads.) 


We have offered to the Goethals 


eight hour commission recently ap- 
pointed by the president, any questions 
that may remain unsettled by the de- 
cision of the supreme court in the 
pending Adamson law case. Wo re- 
gret that the leaders of the organiza- 
tions have refused to accept this offer 
and that they have notified us that they 
•have ordered a series of strikes on the 
railroads of the country beginning Sat- 
urday night at 6 o'ciock- 


The ultimatum presented to the rail- 


roads by the organizations -was that we 
must immediately put into effect their 
Interpretation of the law now before 
the supreme court for a determination 
of Its constitutionality and meaning, 
without waiting for the decision of tho 
court. 


We declined to accept this proposi- 


tion, feeling that we must await and 
abide by the judgment of the court; 
and we thereupon made the following 
formal offer for a settlement of the is- 
sues Involved: 


1. If the supreme court holds the 


Adamson law to be constitutional and 
the two sides cannot agree upon ths 
application of any of the points we will 
agree that the eight hour commission 
shall determine how the law shall be 
applied. 


2. In case the law is declared un- 


constitutional we offer to join you >t. 
asking the eight hour commission to 
determine the whole controversy; any 
settlement arrived at to be' effective 
Jan, 1. 1917. 
This offer for a feasible adjustment 


•was refused. 


FOR THE EMPLOYES. 


(By the Four Chiefs of the Brother- 


hoods.) 


"We presented a proposition to place 


the Adamson eight hour law into ef- 
fect along the lines suggested by Pres- 
ident Wilson last August, which was 
that In all road service, except pas- 
senger, where schedules now read: 
"One hundred miles or less, nine or 
ten hours or less, overtime at ten or 
eleven miles per hour." insert eight 
hours or less for a basic day and 
twelve and a half miles per hour for 
speed basis for the purpose of com- 
puting overtime. Overtime to be paid 
for »t not less than one-eighth of the 
daily rate per 
hour. 
In all yard, 


switching and hoisting service, where 
•cheduies now read: "Ten, eleven or 
twelve hours or less shall constitute a 
day's work," insert "eight hours or 
less" shall constitute a day's work. 
Overtime to be paid for at not less 
than one-eighth of the dally rate per 
hour. In passenger service the present 
mileage basis will be maintained pro- 
vided the basic passenger day will not 


the railroads again refused to accept 
the decision of congress, and have not 
yet observed the law in a single In- 
stance. 


It is apparent to us that the pur- 


pose o£ the railroads Is to avoid any 
settlement of the matter until such 
time as the country becomes involved 
in war, when they expect to escape 
any settlement of whatever character. 
Even though the supreme court should 
decide that tho law was constitutional, 
we have noticed that they will not 
accept 
our interpretation 
thereof, 


which is practically the same as the 
president proposed when he recom- 
mended the enactment oC the law; 
therefore, a decision ot tho supreme 
court upholding the constitutionality 
of the law would not even indirectly 
secure for the employes the purpose 
of the law. 


It goes without saying that railroad 


employes have been patient and loyal 
to the interests of tho country, and in 
the event of war have offered their 
services to the government. It must 
not be overlooked that during this 
period, when the railroads have per- 
sistently denied their employes that 
which was intended by the president in 
his proposition and that which was in- 
tended by congress in the Adamson 
law. 
tho railroads 
during a year's 


period, show net earnings of over $1,- 
000,000,000, while the employes, with 
no increase in wages, have suffered an 
increase in cost of living equal to 
more than 40 per cent. 


If. after more than a year, we have 


failed to secure some relief and train 
and engine men conclude to fold their 
hands and starve In reality rather 
than by degrees, should they be con- 
sidered as disloyal to their flag? 


Why not place some of the respon- 


sibility on the employers, who can 
very easily stop all talk of stoppage 
of trains by recognizing that such 
employes must either lower their 
standard of living or they must work 
longer than ten hours out of each 
twenty-four in order to retain Amer- 
ican standards of living?

mit either ot these propositions to ar- 
bitration it is evident they are willing 
to give their employes an eight hour 
day if the arbitration board so decides, 
but the roads themselves will never 
grant the request directly. 


We submit that this is an unfair at- 


titude for the conference committee of 
the railways to assume, for if they arc 
willing to grant the eight hour day 
through any method they should be 
willing to grant it directly to their 
employes and not prolong the contro- 
versy. 


The public should remember that, 


after having failed to reach an agree- 
ment with the conference committee 
of the railways last August. President 
Wilson intervened and attempted to 
mediate our difficulties, and 
after 


hearing both sides of the discussion 
and considering the matter for several 
days proposed 
a 
settlement, which 


settlement is practically the same as 
we have just proposed to the rail- 
roads. 


The railroads refused to accept the 


p/esident's proposition, and the pres- 
ident recommended to congress the 
enactment of a 
iaw similar to his 


proposition.

his findings.

grease.smeared interiors of the hun- 
dreds of bottles he collects every day 
he has concluded that the majority 
of local housewives are 
indifferent 


about their family obligations. 


Dr. Kucher was called into one of 


the dairies to see a string of stripped 
milk bottles which the milkman had 
collected Wednesday. 


"It is awful," said Kucher. 
Then he hurried away to his office 


to write an article explaining that 
health and happiness of the home is 
largely bound up in the treatment of 
the little milk bottle from the time it 
enters the realm of the fireside until 
it is removed agaiflt 


Here are some of his cautions for 


housewives: 


Don't allow a bottle containing milk 


to stand around on the kitchen table, 
stove front or in the sink. Keep it In 
an icebox. 


Provide a suitable box for protec- 


tion of the milk from stray dogs and 
cats if the milk Is delivered early In 
the morning. 


Don't take a milk bottle into a sick 


room. 
Milk bottles may spread dis- 


ease germs the same us the fatal house 
fly.Don't use the milk bottle for any 
other purpose than a milk container. 
Any other use Is contrary to law. 


Don't fall to notify thte health de- 


partment of any complaint about con- 
dition of milk when it reaches your 
home. 


Don't fall to wash your milk bottles 


before returning them. You should 
not complain of dirty milk bottles if 
you send them back to the dairyman in 
a greasy state. Stale dirt is very hard 
to remove from the gloss Jam.

New York, March 16.—A copy of 


the formal notification that a strike 
had been authorized secretly sent out 
by the four brotherhood chiefs to gev- 
eral and local committeemen from 
Cleveland on March 10 was obtained 
here today. It calls for the peaceful 
withdrawal at a given time later to be 
designated but urged passenger train 
employes and those on trains hand- 
ling milk and mails exclusively to con- 
tinue on duty for five days after the 
strike actually commences. 


"A refusal of the passenger train- 


men to observe these instructions," 
the order says, "will not only violate 
the laws of their respective organiza- 
tions, but will produce complications 
which will greatly injure the cause." 


Order is Explained. 


The order explains that this action 


affecting men on passenger and ex- 
' elusive milk and mail trains was taken 
"after many days of careful considera- 
tion" for'the reasons: 


"First, that tho public may be in- 


i eonveniencod as little as possible; that 
exclusive milk and mail trains, In acl- 


I dition to passenger trains may be run, 


I thereby preventing suffering to chil- 
dren or serious inconvenience in busi- 
ness. 


"Second, our membership will be

"Fifth, while we are prepared for •.

Gave Word to President. 


The order expressed the "sincere

Duma Got Sympathy and 


Support of Army and 


All Went Well. 


Petrograd, March 16.—The abdica- 


tion of Emperor Nicholas, czar of all 
iRussias, and the elevation of Grand 
Duke 
Michael 
Alexandrovitch, 
his 


brother, as regent, coupled with the 
overthrow of the reactionary party 
and the death or imprisonment of its 
leaders, sum up briefly the results of 
,a sudden revolution which has swept 
'.through the e.npire. 
- The duma, backed by the army, has 
succeeded everywhere in overthrowing: 
•the government, and the people, long 
victims of the most autocratic rule in 
the world, have burst the bonds of 
centuries, and In a revolution practic- 
ally bloodless, but seemingly as over- 
whelming in its consequences as that 
which deluged France with blood more 
than a century ago, have seized the 
reins of power. A committee of safety 
has been appointed, which is acting as 
the provisional government. 


Virtually all the so-called pro-Ger- 


man reactionaries are in custody. The 
revolt centered in this city anil Mos- 
cow, but other cities joined in the up- 
rising, and the leaders encountered 
but little resistance from the troops, 
most of whom went over in a body. 
Former Premier Sturmer has been 
.imprisoned, and M. Protopopoff, min- 
ister of the interior, is being hunteil 
by citizens, who have sacked his 
home. 


Garrisons Join Revolutionists. 


' Some street fighting occurred here dur- 
ing the first day. when bridge* were 
blown up in order to isolate certain sec- 
tions of the city, but so far as known no 
prominent persons were killed. The gitr- 
tiions of the capital nnd also of Moscow 
•went over to the revolutionists in a body. 
The garrison at Kharkev has formally 
Joined the revolution and is supporting 
the provisional government. Strikes in 
sympathy have been called in factories 
'and on street car lines. Kharkev is the 
capital of the province of the same name. 
It is 4SO miles south of Moscow and has 
a population of 200,000.

and little sleighs for hire, the most 
widely appreciated 
conveniences of 


Russian cities, began to appear again 
in the streets that for six days had 
been absolutely void of any means of 
private transportation. 


Newspapers, with the exception of 


revolutionary 
publications 
which 


sprang into life with the success of 
the revolt, had failed to appear. Street 
car sen-ice at noon had not been re- 
sumed, but it was believed that night 
would see partial service. 


.Smoking HuJus Mark Clash. 


The only visible signs of the des- 


perate clash of authority that turned 
the city into a battle ground were the 
charred ruins of the jail, which are 
still pouring a cloud of smoke sky- 
ward, and the remains of other police 
institutions and the homes of the few 
individuals who were regarded as of- 
fenders against the rights of the peo- 
ple. In front of other government in- 
.stitutions, which apparently it was not 
seen fit to destroy, are piles of charred 
embers showing where wreckage and 
documents had been dumped and con- 
sumed. 


The defenders of the old regime—• 


doubtless a few remain uncapturcd 
by the police—put up a last feeble de- 
fense last night from the roofs of the 
wrecked Astoria Military hotel and 
St. Isaac's Cathedral, facing on two 
sides of the same square. They were 
soon silenced by the sharp shooters of 
the new authority. 


With .the reopening of bread, sugar, 


tea and meat shops, lines of women 
with shopping bags and baskets, often 
extending to the length of a block, 
were formed to replenish stores ex- 
hausted by the long seige. The most 
phenomenal feature of the revolution 
has been the swift and orderly transi- 
tion whereby the control of tho city 
passed from one regime of the old gov- 
ernment into the hands of its oppo- 
nents.

quiet gatherings or mild demonstra- 
tions, could not properly be termed a 
revolution at all. 


Regiments Refuse to Fire. 


After thirty-six hours of continuous 


street fighting, the 
whole area of 


Petrograd was on Tuesday noon in 
the hands of the revolutionists. Regi- 
ments culled 
out to 
disperse street 


crowds that were clambering for bread 
refused to lire upon tho people, but 
mutinied, killing their officers in many 
cases, and joined the swelling ranks 
of the insurgents. With the exception 
of the Finnish regiment, which took 
possession of the Admiralty building 
on the Nova and kept up a desultory 
rifle and machine gun flro, the last 
regiments to remain loyal to the gov- 
ernment had capitulated after a. sus- 
tained battle on the Morsknya and 
made no further resistance to the rev- 
olutionists, who controlled the entire 
city. 
Tho police had disappeared 


from the streets, which wero patrolled 
by automobiles packed with -soldiers 
and students, and were wildly cheered 
by the people. 


Nearly All Ministers Resign. 


Tiie government was declared to be 


overthrown by the duma. leaders, who 
met in tho Jlaveritchlsky palace after 
the regular session had been adjourned 
by imperial ulcuxo, und in a telegram 
to the emperor, the popular represen- 
tatives declared that si special commit- 
tee, composed of the leaders of the 
various parties in the duma, would 
submit n. list of names for tho new 
cabinet. 
Simultaneously it was re- 


ported that all the ministers except M. 
Protopopoff had resigned. 


The imperial palace at Tsarskoe 


Selo Is said to bo in a siege, but thus 
far no firing has been reported be- 
tween the guards defending the palace 
nnd the revolutionists and troops. It 
Is s.ild that Gen. Michael V. Alo-deff. 
former chief of staff, has.been offered 
the military dictatorship. 


Hiijrr Arsenals Seized. 


On Monday, which was the turning 


point in the battle between the gov- 
ernment troops and mutineers, all the 
principal strongholds, arsenals, fac- 
tories and barracks, including the St. 
Peter and St. Paul fortress nnd artil- 
lery headquarters, fel) in the hamls of 
the revolting troops and the rcvol .- 
Zionists .were plentifully supplied with 
rifles and Ammunition. 
At the sanin 


time all the prisons for political of- 
fenders were thrown open by the rev - 
lutiouists and the prisoners marched 
out to join their emancipators. 


Tlie bat.t!« spread from one part of 


the city to another with great rapidity 
and as tho day progressed it became 
apparent that nothing could stem th<? 
tide or revolution which swept west- 
ward from tho neighborhood of the 
duma and the chief military barracks 
np the Xevslcy Morskaya to St. Isaac's 
square. Tho economic and industrial 
life of the r.ity came to a complete 
standstill. Street car service was sus- 
pended frnm thn beginning of the dis- 
orders and stores were closed.

Peter and St. Paul fortress on the left 
bank of the Xcva and after a brief 
skirmish with the garrison took pos- 
session of it. 


On Tuesday revolutionary publica- 


tions appeared in the streets with the 
simple caption "nc\vs," containing a 
resume oC the developments. 
They 


were eagerly read by all classes. Rodz- 
iarko's telegrams to tlie emperor and 
others to the commanders of troops 
at the front were reproduced. The 
first message to the emperor was as 
follows:

The la.st hour hns 
como whon the fate of t.he fiitherland 
and the dynasty are Doing decided." 


Similar telegrams were sent to all 


:he commanders at the front, with an 
ippcal for their support before tho 
emperor of the duma'n action.

Alexis Brusslloff, conimandor-ln-chlcf 
of tho armies of tho southwestern 
front, and Gen. Nicholas Ruzskl. com- 
mander of tho nonncrn armies, re- 
plied promptly.

gan on Thursday, March 8. Strikes 
wcro declared in several big muni- 
tions factories as a protest against tho 
shortage of bread.

Convention Will Soon 


Be Sought. 


Washington, D. C., March 
1C.— 


The treaty with Colombia to pay $25,- 
000,000 for the partition of Panama 
was withdrawn from the senate today 
on motion of Chairman Stone of the 
foreign relations committee and will 
not be acted upon at the present spe- 
cial senate session. 


Senator Stone's action was taken to 


foreshadow further diplomatic nego- 
tiations with Colombia 
for a new 


treaty which would not be received 
with such strong objection. An effort 
to frame a more acceptable treaty is 
expected before the congress, which 
convenes in special session April 16, 
"lias adjourned. 


Withdrawal of the treaty was unex- 


pected in view of the announcement 
that President Wilson 
wanted 
the 


treaty ratified because of the situa- 
tion in which the United States might 
flnd itself in Central America. It was 
taken after consultation with demo- 
crats of the committee and with the 
understanding that further attempts 
would be made to draft a convention 
acceptable to enough republican sen- 
ators to assure ratification.

opened its doors a.nd adopted a 


resolution to inform the president that 
unless ho has further business it was 
ready to adjourn. Senators Martin of 
Virginia, ami Warren of Wyoming.

March R adjourned at 3:03 p. m. to- 
day sine die.

the latest statute. The measure fur- 
ther pupvldes "and civil jurisdiction 
in all matters of which a justice of the 
peace nmy have jurisdiction and con- 
trol." 
Only elimination is cases in 


which titles to real, estate arc involved 
or of guardians. 


The new provision will mean a hard 


blow to business of the justices of the 
peace. Attorneys think that fully 80 
per cent of the civil cases now tried 
in the justice court will be taken be- 
fore the police judge in cities where a 
municipal court is maintained. Dis- 
patch with which cases are turned out 
in city courts is given as a reason why 
lawyers would rather take their cases 
before the city tribunal. 


To many the new law portends the 


passing of the justice court. It is the 
deliberate intention of leading legis- 
lators to do away with the " "squire" 
court in cities, some well versed attor- 
neys say. Some legislators presage 
that bill to do away with justice court 
in cities of more than 3.000 population 
•will come next year. 
Justice court 


will remain as the bar of justice 
throughout the rural districts, how- 
ever, it is claimed. 


Can Call .Tnry. 


Civil cases involving a jury can be 


brought in city court under the law 
now in effect. Jury shall be made up 
of six voters of ftho city. 
Ten days 


are given in whlc.-i to gather a. city 
court jury for such cases. 


Docket fee of $5 Is to be charged 


for civil case? brought In the city court 
under the law recently passed. Charge 
of 52 will be mad a for change of venua 
by cither party. jS'o charge for change 
of venue was made under the old 
statute. 


Defendant is to be given three days' 


notice before he is brought to trial in 
a civil suit in city court. Same rule is 
maintained for justice court at pres- 
ent. 


Judge Appoints Bailiff. 


The police judge will appoint his 


own court bailiff from now on, the new 
law provides. Heretofore it has been 
the custom for the city police chief to 
name city court bailiff. The bailiff will 
be an active man when the new order 
of city court business is o*nce in full 
swing. His added duties will no doubt 
mean an increase in salary for him. 


Oeorgc Eisenhut is present bailifC 


of the Fort Wayne city court. Ho was 
appointed by Police Chief I-enz. Judge 
W. IT. Kerr has declared his intention 
of retaining Elaenhut as court bailifC

More Pay for Judge. 


The city judge shall receive an in- 


crease in salary because of the added 
cases which the new law will bring 
before him. The amount ot increase 
is to be fixed by the common council, 
the law states.

cient and that he will not ask for 
more money, no matter how stringent 
his duties may become. 


"The police judge is busy all the 


time anyway," Judge Kerr says. "He 
hears the troubles of most of Fort 
Wayne every day after court hours."

police court on holidays or Sundays, 
the statute states. 
The police court 


in Fort Wayne holds a busy session on 
holidays. 
The new law may mean 


that the city court will not open on 
legal holidays in the future. In civil 
suits, under the new code, a principal 
in the case could refuse to appear in 
court on a legal rest day. ' 


Willis B. Roe, an attorney, senator 


at the state legislature, presented the 
now bill which is to mean more city 
court activity. There was little oppo- 
sition to tho measure in either house. 


Will Kind Time.

to try ail tho cases which are expected 
to be brought before him under the 
new law?" is a. common question.
